Public Input Helps Set Deer Management Strategy 


Missouri's deer herd is a valuable resource that 
provides millions of hours of recreational 
opportunities. Also, hunters and wildlife watchers 
contribute billions of dollars to our state’s economy 
through expenditures on hotels, meals, supplies and 
related equipment. Successful management of deer 
requires an important partnership between citizens, 
conservation officials and, most importantly, hunters. 

The Conservation Department is embarking on a 
new deer management strategy to protect the health 
of Missouri's deer herd by shifting harvest pressure 
from bucks to does. This shift will result in a more 
balanced ratio of bucks to does and will make it 
easier in the future to maintain desired population 
levels statewide. 

Balancing the composition of the deer herd will 
become more critical in the years to come. Hunters 
are the most effective and reliable means of 
controlling deer numbers, but a large portion of 
Missouri's deer hunters are part of the “baby-boom 
generation” whose average age inches up each year. 
Surveys indicate that older hunters tend to take fewer 
deer. At the same time, a growing number of deer 
hunters are asking for herd management that 
produces more older-aged bucks. Responding to these 


hunting to manage the deer herd and the introduction 
of new hunters to the sport. 

Several population management strategies can be 
used to shift harvest pressure from bucks to does 
while allowing more antlered bucks to survive the 
hunting season. As with any major hunting season 
change, it is vital that new regulations have the 
support of hunters and landowners. To assess the 
interest in possible changes to deer regulations, the 
Conservation Department conducted a series of public 
meetings in various locations throughout Missouri.

New! Antler-Point Restrictions in Selected Counties 


For the 2004 archery and 
firearms deer hunting seasons, 
antler-point restrictions will be 
in effect in the 29 counties 
shown on the map. In those 
counties, only bucks that have at 
least four antler points on one side 
of their rack may be taken. See 
illustrations on pages 4 and 5. 

This restriction applies to all 
persons hunting in the designated 
counties, except for youths hunting 
during the two-day youth portion 
of the firearms season. 

These pilot regulations will be 
evaluated for three to five years. 
Surveys will measure hunter and 
landowner attitudes throughout 
the trial, and biological data on the 
status of the herd will be collected 
each year. Adjustments will be 
made if needed. Based on public 
input, consideration also will be 
given each year to adding counties 
to those under this regulation. 

We expect to see both hunter 
and landowner satisfaction with 
deer management increase as a 
result of this regulation. Antler- 
point restrictions are not just about 
growing bigger bucks. They have 
been shown to be a valuable and 
well-accepted tool to increase doe 
harvest. Deer hunter support for 
antler-point restrictions has grown 
rapidly in states that have 
implemented this tool. 
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seasons (except the youth portion), antler-point 
restrictions are in effect in the counties shown in 
orange.

Hunting Other Game During the Firearms Deer Hunting Season 


During the November and antlerless portions of the 
firearms deer season from Nov. 13-23 statewide and 
Dec. 11-19 in open counties, other wildlife may be 
hunted only with a shotgun and shot not larger than 
No. 4. However, this does not apply to waterfowl 
hunters, trappers, landowners on their own land, or 
lessees on land they lease and live on.

Landowner and Lessee Deer and Turkey 
Hunting Privileges: Firearms and Archery Seasons 


Private landowners contribute significantly to wildlife 
habitat in Missouri because only about 7 percent of 
Missouri's landscape is in public ownership. In 
recognition, resident landowners and lessees who 
meet the qualifications listed on this page may obtain 
no-cost hunting permits to take deer or turkey on 
qualifying land. Nonresident landowners may apply to 
purchase deer and turkey permits at reduced rates to 
hunt on qualifying land. 


Points to remember 


« New! Qualifying resident landowners and lessees 
are not required to purchase permits to take deer 
and turkey on their land during the appropriate 
hunting seasons, but they may pick up their no-cost 
permits from a permit vendor or request them from 
the Conservation Department. See page 12. Farm 
tags are no longer valid. 

All qualifying landowners and lessees must abide by 
season dates, methods, limits and tagging/checking 
requirements. Refer to the appropriate hunting 
season section for details. 

Landowner hunting privileges and associated permits 
are valid only on qualifying property. To hunt on 
other land, landowners and lessees must purchase 
permits. 

All landowners and lessees who do not fill their no- 
cost permits during the urban, youth, November or 
muzzleloader portions of the firearms deer season 
may use those permits during the antlerless portion 
on qualifying land only if their property is located in 
one of the open counties. 

New! Qualifying landowners and lessees may fill a 
no-cost Any-Deer Permit and a purchased Any-Deer 
Permit. However, each hunter may only take one 
antlered deer during the firearms deer hunting 
season. Therefore, landowners and lessees who take 
a buck on one Any-Deer Permit must take an 
antlerless deer on the other Any-Deer Permit. Note: 
Deer taken on a Managed Deer Hunting Permit or in 
accordance with the archery deer hunting season do 
not count toward this one-buck limit. 

Qualifying landowners and lessees may fill their no- 
cost Landowner Antlerless Permits and also purchase 
and fill any number of additional Antlerless Permits 
where valid. 


Qualifications for no-cost 
or reduced-cost permits 


Resident landowner: Any Missouri resident who 
owns at least 5 continuous acres, and his or her 
immediate household members. In the case of 
corporate ownerships, all registered officers of a 
corporation can qualify to receive no-cost permits, 
and they are not required to reside on the land. 
Persons who own stock in a corporation 
(shareholders) do not qualify under this definition. 


Nonresident landowner: Any nonresident who 
owns at least 75 continuous acres in Missouri, and 
his or her immediate household members. 


Lessee: Any Missouri resident who lives on at 
least 5 continuous acres owned by others, and his 
or her immediate household members. 


Immediate Household Member: Someone, 
related or unrelated, who lives in the landowner’s 
or lessee’s home for at least the last 30 days. 
Family members who live elsewhere do not 


qualify. 


Permits available 


Qualifying resident landowners and lessees who have 

between 5 and 74 acres in a single tract and all 

members of their immediate household may each 

receive: 

* 1 Resident Landowner Fall Firearms Turkey Hunting 
Permit, 

* 1 Resident Firearms Landowner Any-Deer Hunting

* 1 Landowner Archer's Hunting Permit and 

* 2 Landowner Archery Antlerless Deer Hunting 
Permits. 

Qualifying resident landowners and lessees who have 

75 or more acres in a single tract and all members of 

their immediate household may also each receive in 

addition to the above: 

* up to 2 Resident Firearms Antlerless Deer Hunting 
Permits, depending on county availability. 


All qualifying landowners may check their deer and turkey by calling a toll-free number or

Note: Qualifying landowners and lessees with 
multiple 75-acre parcels in different counties who 
want permits valid on their land in all of those 
counties must apply through the Department's 
Jefferson City office.

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General Regulations 


Deer and turkey may be pursued, taken, killed, 
possessed or transported only as outlined in this 
booklet. 


Firearms safety 


Firearms safety is the first responsibility of every 
hunter. All hunters must be familiar with and follow 
the rules of safe firearms handling. 


Hunter-orange requirements 


The following persons are required to wear a hat and 
also a shirt, vest or coat of hunter orange so that the 
color is plainly visible from all sides. Camouflage 
orange does not satisfy this requirement. 


* firearms deer hunters during all five portions of the 
firearms deer season 


* adults accompanying youths hunting deer on a 
Youth Deer & Turkey Hunting Permit 


* archery hunters during the youth portion statewide 
and during the urban and antlerless portions in open 
counties 


* all hunters except migratory bird hunters during the 
urban, youth, November and antlerless portions in 
open counties. New! This includes fall firearm turkey 
hunters on Oct. 11, 2004. 


The following firearms deer hunters are exempt from 
the hunter-orange requirement: 


* hunters using archery methods within municipal 
boundaries where discharge of firearms is prohibited 


* hunters on federal or state public hunting areas 
where deer hunting is by archery methods only 


Methods of pursuit 


* Deer and turkeys may not be taken with the use of 
dogs, bait, recorded calls or live decoys. Scents and 
minerals, including salt, are not considered bait. An 
area is considered baited for 10 days even after 
complete removal of the bait. It is illegal to place 
bait in a way that causes others to be in violation of 
the baiting rule. 


* Deer may not be hunted, pursued or taken within 
any area enclosed by a fence greater than 7 feet in 
height, except in licensed hunting preserves. 


* Deer and turkeys may not be pursued or taken from 
or with a motor-driven vehicle. Deer may not be 
taken while they are in a stream or other body of 
water, or from any boat with a motor attached. 
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Hunter education certificate requirement 


Hunters born on or after Jan. 1, 1967, must complete 
an approved hunter education program and show 
their card or verify certification through the permit 
vendor's computer terminal. Those under age 11 
cannot obtain hunter education certification and thus 
cannot purchase regular firearms deer or turkey 
hunting permits, but they may purchase a Youth Deer 
& Turkey Hunting Permit without being hunter 
education certified. 


Assisting other deer and turkey hunters 


A person must have a filled or unfilled turkey hunting 
permit to call turkeys for another hunter. Also, a 
person must have a filled or unfilled deer hunting 
permit to assist others in taking deer by active 
participation in deer drives or by enticing deer with 
calls or rattling antlers. 


Tree stands placed 
on Conservation Department areas 


Only portable tree stands may be placed or used only 
between Sept. 1 and Jan. 31 on Conservation 
Department areas. Stands must be identified with the 
full name and address of the owner or Conservation 
Number and be removed from the area before Feb. 1. 
Use of nails, screw-in steps or any material that would 
damage the tree is prohibited. 


Purple paint law 

Landowners may post or define the boundaries of 
their property by marking trees and fence posts with 
purple paint. In a court of law, a property boundary 


marked with purple paint is the same as posting “No 
Trespassing” signs. 


Retrieval of game 

Anyone who kills or injures a deer or turkey must 
make a reasonable effort to retrieve and include the 
animal in his or her season limit, but this does not 
authorize trespass. It is a violation to wantonly leave 
or abandon commonly edible portions of game. 


Labeling game 

All harvested deer and turkeys, either whole or 
processed, must be labeled with the taker’s full name, 
address and permit number. 


Giving away wildlife 

A hunter who takes wildlife may give it to another 
person, but the game counts toward the taker’s bag 
limit. Wildlife that is given away must be labeled with 
the taker’s full name, address, permit number, species 
and the date taken. 


Possession, storage and sale 

Deer inspected and marked with a locking seal or a 

telephone or internet checking confirmation number 
may be possessed by anyone if the deer/deer parts 


Restrictions for taking feral hogs 
during fall firearms deer and turkey 
hunting seasons 


Feral hogs may be taken in any number throughout 
the year. During most of the year, no permit is 
required and any method, including baiting and the 
use of dogs, is allowed. However, special restrictions 
apply during the fall firearms deer and turkey hunting 
seasons. 


During all portions of the fall firearms deer season: 

* you must possess a valid, unfilled firearms deer or 
small game hunting permit; 

* you must abide by the methods of pursuit allowed 
for deer listed on page 8; 

* you must abide by any other restrictions that may 
apply on specific public areas. 

During the November portion statewide and the 

antlerless portion in open counties: 

* if you have a deer permit you may only use methods 
allowed for deer; 


are labeled with the taker’s full name, address, permit 
number and the date taken. The check station locking 
seal or TeleCheck confirmation number must remain 
attached to the carcass until a processor begins the 
act of processing the meat for packaging. Properly 
checked turkeys may be possessed by anyone if 
labeled with the taker’s full name, address, permit 
number and the date taken. 

Deer left at commercial processing or cold storage 
plants must be claimed by May 1 following the season 
taken or the owner will be in violation of Rule 
3CSR10-4.140. 

Turkeys may not be possessed after Feb. 15 
following the season taken. 

Legally obtained turkey bones and feathers, and 
deer heads, antlers, hides, and feet may be sold by 
the taker, but the taker must provide a bill of sale 
showing: 

* the taker’s full name and address, 
* the species and number of the parts, 
* the full name and address of the buyer. 


For deer heads and/or antlers attached to skull 
plates, the bill of sale also must include the 
transaction date and a signed statement from the 
seller that the head/antlers were taken legally. 


* if you have a small game permit you may only use a 
shotgun with shot not larger than No. 4; 


* you may not use dogs to pursue feral hogs during 
these portions of the firearms deer season. 


While hunting on a Fall Firearms Turkey Hunting 
Permit, you may only use methods allowed for turkey. 


During the youth and muzzleloader portions 
statewide, and the urban portion in open counties: 


* if you have a deer permit you may only use methods 
allowed for deer; 


* if you have a small game permit you may only use 
methods allowed for small game. 


Note: Resident landowners and lessees on their land 

are not required to have any permit, and they may use 

any method or means to take feral hogs throughout 

the year, including during all portions of the firearms 

deer and turkey hunting seasons.

If you encounter a feral hog while hunting deer or turkey, shoot it on sight. 


Wildlife Code of Missouri—Deer Hunting Regulations 


3 CSR 10-7.431 Deer Hunting Seasons: General 
Provisions 
(1) The annual Fall Deer & Turkey Hunting Regulations 
and Information booklet is hereby adopted as a part of 
this Wildlife Code and by this reference herein 
incorporated. A printed copy of this booklet can be 
obtained from the Missouri Department of 
Conservation, P.O. Box 180, Jefferson City, MO 65102- 
0180 and is on-line at www.missouriconservation.org. 
(2) Deer shall mean white-tailed deer and mule deer. 
Antlered deer shall mean deer with at least one (1) 
antler at least three inches (3”) long, except as provided 
in 3 CSR 10-7.435. Deer may be pursued, taken, killed, 
possessed or transported only as permitted in the 
Wildlife Code. 
(3) Persons hunting or pursuing deer must possess a 
prescribed deer hunting permit. Resident landowners 
and lessees can qualify for no-cost permits; nonresident 
landowners can qualify for reduced-cost permits. 
(4) Deer may be pursued or taken only from one-half 
(1/2) hour before sunrise until one-half (1/2) hour 
after sunset. 
(5) Deer hunting methods. 
(A) Archery: longbows and compound bows. 
(B) Muzzleloader: muzzleloading or cap-and-ball 
firearms, .40 caliber or larger, not capable of being 
loaded from the breech. 
(©) Any legal method: archery and muzzleloader 
methods; crossbows; shotguns; handguns or rifles 
firing centerfire ammunition. 
(D) Prohibited, in use or possession: 
1. Methods restricted by local ordinance. 
2. Self-loading firearms with capacity of more 
than eleven (11) cartridges in magazine and 
chamber combined. 
3. Ammunition propelling more than one 


projectile at a single discharge, such as buckshot. 


4. Full hard metal case projectiles. 
5. Fully automatic firearms. 
(6) Deer may not be hunted, pursued, taken or killed: 

(A) While in a stream or other body of water. 
(B) From a boat with a motor attached. 
(C) With the aid of a motor-driven land conveyance 
or aircraft. 
(D) With the aid of dogs, in use or possession. 
(E) With the aid of artificial light or night vision 
equipment. 
(F) Within any area enclosed by a fence greater 
than seven feet (7’) in height that could contain or 
restrict the free range of deer. Exceptions are 
provided in other rules or by written authorization 
of the director. 
(G) With the aid of bait (grain or other feed placed 
or scattered so as to constitute an attraction or 


enticement to deer). Scents and minerals, including 
salt, are not regarded as bait. An area is considered 
baited for ten (10) days following complete 
removal of bait. Hunters can be in violation even if 
they did not know an area was baited. It is illegal to 
place bait in a way that causes others to be in 
violation of the baiting rule. 
(7) During the firearms deer hunting season, all 
persons hunting any game and also adults 
accompanying youths hunting deer on a Youth Deer & 
Turkey Hunting Permit, must wear a hat and a shirt, 
vest, or coat of the color commonly known as hunter 
orange, which must be plainly visible from all sides. The 
following are exempt from this requirement: 
(A) Migratory game bird hunters. 
(B) Archery permittees during the muzzleloader 
portion. 
(© All hunters during the urban and antlerless 
portions in any county closed during those portions. 
(D) Hunters using archery methods while hunting 
within municipal boundaries where discharge of 
firearms is prohibited. 
(E) Hunters on federal or state public hunting areas 
where deer hunting is restricted to archery methods. 
(F) Hunters of small game and/or furbearers during 
the muzzleloader portion. 
(8) Hunters who kill or injure a deer must make a 
reasonable effort to retrieve and tag it, but this does 
not authorize trespass. 
(9) Hunters who kill a deer must tag it immediately 
with the transportation tag portion of the permit; 
detaching the transportation tag voids the permit. The 
transportation tag must remain attached to the intact or 
field-dressed carcass until it has been inspected and 
registered by the taker at an official checking station, or 
reported through the TeleCheck Harvest Reporting 
System and the confirmation number immediately 
recorded on the transportation tag portion of the 
permit. All deer taken must be checked within twenty- 
four (24) hours. Qualifying resident landowners may 
either submit deer at an official checking station or use 
the TeleCheck Harvest Reporting System. 
(10) Deer checked in accordance with established 
procedures may be possessed, transported, and stored 
by anyone. Locking seals placed on deer at official 
checking stations, or transportation tags with TeleCheck 
confirmation numbers, must remain attached to the 
carcass until processing begins. Parts of properly 
checked deer, when labeled with the full name, 
address, and permit number of the taker, may be 
possessed and transported by anyone. Commercially 
processed deer meat may be donated to not-for-profit 
charitable organizations under guidelines established by 
the director. 


3 CSR 10-7.432 Deer: Archery Hunting Season 

(1) The archery deer hunting season is September 15, 

2004, through January 15, 2005, excluding the November 

portion of the firearms deer hunting season. Use archery 

methods only; firearms may not be possessed. 

(2) Archery deer hunting permits. 
(A) Resident or Nonresident Archer's Hunting Permit. 
Valid for two (2) deer statewide, except that only one 
(1) antlered deer may be taken prior to the November 
portion of the firearms deer hunting season. 
(B) Resident or Nonresident Archery Antlerless Deer 
Hunting Permit. Valid for one (1) antlerless deer in 
any open county. Persons may purchase and fill any 
number of these permits, where valid. A 
Nonresident Archer's Hunting Permit must be 
purchased before purchasing Nonresident Archery 
Antlerless Deer Hunting Permits. 


3 CSR 10-7.433 Deer: Firearms Hunting Season 

(1) The firearms deer hunting season is comprised of 

five portions. 
(A) Urban portion: October 8 through 11, 2004; use 
any legal deer hunting method to take antlerless 
deer in open counties. 
(B) Youth portion: November 6 and 7, 2004; for 
persons at least six (6) but not older than fifteen 
(15) years of age and qualifying landowner youth 
age fifteen (15) and younger; use any legal deer 
hunting method to take one (1) deer statewide. 
(C) November portion: November 13 through 23, 
2004; use any legal deer hunting method to take 
deer statewide. 
(D) Muzzleloader portion: November 26 through 
December 5, 2004; use muzzleloader methods to 
take deer statewide. 
(E) Antlerless portion: December 11 through 19, 
2004; use any legal deer hunting method to take 
antlerless deer in open counties. 

(2) Firearms deer hunting permits. 
(A) Youth Deer & Turkey Hunting Permit: for persons 
at least six (6) but not older than fifteen (15) years 
of age; valid for one (1) deer statewide, except that 
only antlerless deer may be taken during the urban 
and antlerless portions of the season. 
(B) Resident or Nonresident Firearms Any-Deer 
Hunting Permit: valid for one (1) deer statewide, 
except that only antlerless deer may be taken 
during the urban and antlerless portions of the 
season. 
(©) Resident or Nonresident Firearms Antlerless 
Deer Hunting Permit: valid for one (1) antlerless 
deer in any open county. Persons may purchase any 
number of these permits and fill them where valid. 
A Nonresident Firearms Any-Deer Hunting Permit 
must be purchased before purchasing Nonresident 
Firearms Antlerless Deer Hunting Permits. 

(3) A person may take only one (1) antlered deer 

during the firearms deer hunting season. Deer taken at 
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managed deer hunts are not included in this limit. 
(4) Other wildlife may be hunted during the firearms 
deer hunting season using methods as follows: 
(A) During the November portion statewide and the 
antlerless portion in open counties, only a shotgun 
and shot not larger than No. 4 may be used; 
waterfowl hunters, trappers, landowners on their 
land or lessees on land upon which they reside, are 
exempt. 
(B) Furbearers may be hunted using any legal deer 
hunting method during established furbearer 
hunting seasons by persons holding an unfilled 
firearms deer hunting permit, and: 
1. A Resident Small Game Hunting Permit, or 
2. A Nonresident Furbearer Hunting & Trapping 
Permit. 
(©) Furbearers may not be chased, pursued, or 
taken with the aid of dogs during daylight hours 
from November 1 through the end of the 
November portion statewide and the antlerless 
portion in open counties. 
(D) Squirrels and rabbits may not be chased, 
pursued, or taken with the aid of dogs during 
daylight hours of the November portion in 
Bollinger, Butler, Carter, Dent, Iron, Madison, 
Oregon, Reynolds, Ripley, Shannon, and Wayne 
counties. 
(5) Feral hogs, defined as any hog, including Russian 
and European wild boar, not conspicuously identified 
by ear tags or other forms of identification and roaming 
freely on public or private lands without the 
landowner’s permission (refer to section 270.400 of 
Missouri Revised Statutes), may be taken in any 
number during the firearms deer hunting season as 
follows: 
(A) Hunters must possess a valid small game 
hunting or unfilled firearms deer hunting permit 
and abide by the methods of pursuit allowed for 
deer as well as any other restrictions that may apply 
on specific public areas. 
(B) During the November portion statewide and the 
antlerless portion in open counties: 
1. Firearms deer permittees may only use 
methods allowed for deer. 
2. Small game permittees may only use a 
shotgun with shot not larger than 
No. 4. 
3. Dogs may not be used. 
(C) During the youth and muzzleloader portions 
statewide and the urban portion in open counties: 
1. Deer permittees may only use methods 
allowed for deer. 
2. Small game permittees may only use 
methods allowed for small game. 
(D) Resident landowners and lessees on qualifying 
land are not required to have any permit and may 
use any method to take feral hogs throughout the 
year. 


3 CSR 10-7.434 Deer: Landowner Privileges 
(1) Resident landowners and lessees as defined in 3 
CSR 10-20.805 can obtain no-cost deer hunting permits 
from any permit vendor. When requesting such permits, 
landowners must specify the number of acres owned 
and county of ownership. 
(A) Those with five (5) or more continuous acres 
can each receive one (1) Resident Landowner 
Firearms Any-Deer Hunting Permit, one (1) 
Resident Landowner Archer’s Hunting Permit, and 
two (2) Resident Landowner Archery Antlerless 
Deer Hunting Permits. 
(B) In addition to the permits listed in (A), those 
with seventy-five (75) or more acres located in a 
single county or at least seventy-five (75) 
continuous acres bisected by a county boundary 
can receive a maximum of two (2) Resident 
Landowner Firearms Antlerless Deer Hunting 
Permits. 
(2) Nonresident landowners as defined in 3 CSR 10- 
20.805 may apply to purchase reduced-cost 
nonresident landowner archery and firearms deer 
hunting permits. 
(3) All landowner deer hunting permits are valid only 
on qualifying property. 
(4) All landowners and lessees who take deer on 
landowner permits may also purchase and fill other 
deer hunting permits but must abide by seasons, limits, 
and restrictions. 
(5) Persons defined as landowners include: 
(A) General partners of partnerships. 
(B) Officers of resident or foreign corporations. 
(C) Officers or managing members of resident 
limited liability companies. 
(D) Officers of benevolent associations organized 
pursuant to Chapter 352 of the Revised Statutes of 
Missouri. 


3 CSR 10-7.435 Deer: Special Harvest Provisions 
(1) Only antlerless deer and antlered deer with at least 
one (1) antler having at least four (4) antler points may 
be taken in the counties of Adair, Andrew, Atchison, 
Boone, Chariton, Cole, Daviess, DeKalb, Franklin, 
Gasconade, Gentry, Grundy, Harrison, Holt, Howard, 
Linn, Livingston, Macon, Maries, Mercer, Miller, 
Nodaway, Osage, Pulaski, Putnam, Randolph, Schuyler, 
Sullivan, and Worth. No other antlered deer may be 
taken. 

(A) An antler point is at least one inch (1”) long 

from base to tip. 

(B) The end of the main beam is a point. 
(2) These special provisions apply to all deer hunting 
seasons and permittees, except during the youth 
portion of the firearms deer hunting season. 


3 CSR 10-7.436 Deer: Managed Hunts 

Additional deer may be taken at special managed deer 
hunts established annually by the department. A person 
may apply for and participate in only one (1) managed 
deer hunt during a permit year except that persons 
permanently confined to a wheelchair may participate 
in more than one (1) hunt. Persons selected to 
participate must purchase a Resident or Nonresident 
Managed Deer Hunting Permit and abide by rules 
established for the hunt. 


3 CSR 10-7.437 Deer: Antlerless Deer Hunting Permit 

Availability 

(1) Archery deer hunting season. 
(A) Resident and Nonresident Archery Antlerless 
Deer Hunting Permits are not valid in the counties 
of: Bollinger, Butler, Cape Girardeau, Carter, 
Dunklin, Iron, Madison, Mississippi, New Madrid, 
Pemiscot, Reynolds, Scott, Stoddard, and Wayne. 

(2) Firearms deer hunting season. 
(A) Resident and Nonresident Firearms Antlerless 
Deer Hunting Permits are not valid in the counties 
of: Bollinger, Butler, Cape Girardeau, Carter, 
Dunklin, Iron, Madison, Mississippi, New Madrid, 
Pemiscot, Reynolds, Scott, Stoddard, and Wayne. 
(B) Only one (1) Resident or Nonresident Firearms 
Antlerless Deer Hunting Permit per person may be 
filled in the counties of: Crawford, Dent, Douglas, 
Franklin, Gasconade, Jefferson, Maries, Osage, 
Ozark, Perry, Phelps, Pulaski, Ripley, Shannon, St. 
Francois, Ste. Genevieve, Taney, Texas, and 
Washington. 
(©) Any number of Resident or Nonresident 
Firearms Antlerless Deer Hunting Permits may be 
filled in the counties of: Adair, Andrew, Atchison, 
Audrain, Barry, Barton, Bates, Benton, Boone, 
Buchanan, Caldwell, Callaway, Camden, Carroll, 
Cass, Cedar, Chariton, Christian, Clark, Clay, Clinton, 
Cole, Cooper, Dade, Dallas, Daviess, DeKalb, Gentry, 
Greene, Grundy, Harrison, Henry, Hickory, Holt, 
Howard, Howell, Jackson, Jasper, Johnson, Knox, 
Laclede, Lafayette, Lawrence, Lewis, Lincoln, Linn, 
Livingston, Macon, Marion, McDonald, Mercer, 
Miller, Moniteau, Monroe, Montgomery, Morgan, 
Newton, Nodaway, Oregon, Pettis, Pike, Platte, Polk, 
Putnam, Ralls, Randolph, Ray, Saline, Schuyler, 
Scotland, Shelby, Stone, St. Charles, St. Clair, St.

* Be sure of your target and 
beyond before you shoot. 


* Make sure your equipment is in 
good working condition and your 
firearm is properly sighted in. 

* If you hunt from a tree stand, 
always wear a safety harness. 
Serious accidents occur annually 
when hunters fall from tree 
stands. 


* If you hunt on private land, be
